The growth of the fecling that 
Britain and America can’t be pals 
any more is not confined to the 
rank-and-file in the United States, 
1t also is apparent in official cir- 
cles at Washington, whose concern 
over the strategic and economic 
affects of tho Munich settlement 
is almost painful. 

Tho impetus which the anttle- 
ment has given to autarchy—to 
totulitarian economics—in a 
crushing blow to the hopes of 
Mr.. Cordell Hull.
